In order to encourage a more 
general tonsumption of Pacific 
deep sea fish throughout the 
prairie provinces, so that beef 
and pork may be conserved for 
our allies and our sons in ‘the 
trenches, the Canada Food 
Board has gone to considerable 
trouble and expence in trying to 
make it possible for these fish to 
be secured at a reasonable price 
by the consuming public. With 
this object in view the price at 
which these fish can be sold to 
the refail merchants has been 
fixed so as to allow the retal 
merchant a profit of 3c.a pound 
over what it actually costs to 
have them delivered at his store. 
So far as Alberta is concerned 
this would mean that these fish 
could’be retailed at 10c a pound. 

This would mean comparitive- 
ly cheap eating and should also 
have a tendancy to accomplish 
the object for which the Food 
Board is aiming. The Review 
and our town council have been 
asked to co-operate with the 
Board in trying to make this 
campaign a success,” *

They may be had from the following 
places: ‘The Seed and Weed branch, 
Edmonton, the Provincial 'niversity, 
The Provincial Agricul‘ural Schools 
at Olds, Claresholm and Vermilion and 
the Dominion Seed Branch, Calgary. 
Over a hundred grains shouid be sent. 
Testing may be satis*actorily done 
at home with reasonable care. The 
best method of testing is in orlinary | 
soil, A box a foot square will contain 
ten rows each way an inch apart, giv- 
ing 100 points of intersection at which 
to plant seeds The soil should be 
put in an inch deep. The soil should 
be kept moist, The temperature 
should be that of a kitchen or com- 
fortable living room, i. e., between 69 
and 70 degrees, Seeds can be ger- 
minated quickly between two’ pieces 
of flannel or tw0 sheets —of . blotting 
paper in a plate. Evaporation takes
